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THE PERUVIAN BARQUE MARIA LUZ. 


« 


This _ came into the Port of Kanagawa on the 10th day of July last to refit, and 
she anchored at an unusual distance from the shipping. Her Captain deposited his 
ship’s papers in the Kanagawa Kencho, and from them it appeared that she had on 
board emigrants from Macao to Peru. No inquiries were instituted by the Japanese 
authorities, and no interference took place with the Oaptain or his ship; nor would any 
have taken place but for events and circumstances for which the Captain must take the 
pa guano Had these not occurred, the ship might have put to sea and continued 

er voyage. 

Between the 10th and the 13th of July nothing occurred to excite the suspicion of 
the Japanese authorities. On the latter date the , Aen authorities heard from the 
British Consul that a man had been sent to him from H. B. Majesty’s ship the “ Iron 
Duke,”’ who had swam from the “ Maria Luz,’ and who had been taken on board in a 
very exhausted state. He prayed for protection, alleging gross ill-treatment of himself 
- davon of the passengers on board that ship, and begged that he might not be de- 

vered up. . 

The authorities, as soon as the Chinaman had been delivered into their hands, sent 
for the Peruvian Captain, who stated that he had a complaint to make apes the man for 
leaving his ship, and against some others of the passengers also; but he ultimately said 
that he would not press the matter, and on his promising the authorities that he would 
not punish the passenger, they permitted him to take the man back with him. 

Instead, however, of fulfilling the promise which he had given, the Captain broke 
it, and did punish the man for what he called the offence of deserting the vessel and 
leaving her without ission. ‘The cries of this man, or of others, were distinctly 
heard on board the “ Iron Duke,” the officers of which communicated with Mr. Watson, 
Her Brittanic Majesty’s Charge d’ Affaires at this Court. This gentleman went on 
board the “ Maria Luz,” and was refused all communication with the coolies or alleged 

on board. He saw them, but was not allowed to speak tothem. He, how- 
ever, satisfied himself that some ill-treatment had taken place—that the cues of some 
of the Chinese passengers had been cut off, and that some had been beaten. — 

Mr. Watson, not deeming such acts to fall within the authority of the master of a 

ing vessel over passengers on board, communicated with this Government, and sug- 
gested the expediency of an inquiry, which was accordingly ordered. 

Subsequent to the dslivery of the Chinaman sp»ken of, another had swam to the 
“Tron Duke,” and related how the first Chinaman had been punished and had had his 
cue cut off; and it was learned, also, that a large number of other passsengers had 
attem to escape by jumping overboard, but had been prevented from doing so, and 
taken on board by those persons in charge of the ship. 

We pause here to point out,— 

ist.—That there was no interference with the Captain or his vessel until his own 
conduct to certain of his passéngers induced them to risk their lives rather than remain 
on board. 

2nd.—That even then, when the matter was brought to the knowledge of the Ja- 
panese authorities, the latter did not presume ing either against the eee 
ship; but, on the con ‘ ing rather ing in favour of the former, gave 
up the Chinaman to the in on the promise of the latter not to ill-treat him. .

The inqui by Her Brittanic Majesty’s Charge d Affaires was had, and 


resulted in a su ive complaint by certain of the all passengers of cruel treat- 
ment on board. This complaint was communicated to Captain, and it was heard. 
It is absolutely false to say that the Captain was not notified, and was not heard. The 
result of the hearing was that the Court of the Kencho were of opinion that the com- 
plainants had been ill-treated, and it made a report accordingly, censuring the Captain 
on ee of such ill-treatment,which report was approved by this Government. [See . 
ndix A. 

als In the Seale of the hearing, several Chinese were called as witnesses. They de- 
clared the circumstances under which they were on board; declared that they had 
been forced to sign contracts—had been decoyed and deceived—and begged not to be 
sent on board aga.n, declaring that they would rather die than go on in the ship to . 
Peru. 

Whether the facts spoken of by the Chinese passengers were true or not, the Court 
of the Kencho had no opportunity of then ascertaining; but it was not inclined to take 
upon itself the responsibility of ordering them to return on board. They were on shore. 
Their being on shore was the natural result of the conduct of the Captain, who had 
therefore no one but himself to thank for the position in which he found himself. But 
inasmuch as the Captain insisted that he a right to bring a civil action 
them for an alleged breach of contract, and that if they were set he would be unable 
to enforce this nght, the Kencho agreed, upon the request of the Captain, that they 
should be placed under survejllance. The Captain has complained that he was asked to 
contribute to their maintanance; but that was the natural result of his application to 
detain them. Under any circumstances, it is conceived that he was bound to maintain 
these Chinese. If they were passengers, his contract with the Charterers entailed this 
obligation. If they were not, then the mere fact of his having brought them by force 
within the territory of Japan equally obliged him to support them while there. While 
the justice of asking the Captain to contribute to the support of these passengers is not 
- doubted, the claim was, from motives of generosity, waived by the direction of this 

Government, and a small sum which had been advanced by the Captain was returned to 
him. 

In the meantime the Kencho asked for instructions from this Government, and this 
Government, acting upon what it conceived to be the practice of other nations, declined, 
and still declines, by any arbitrary act, to force the Chinese to return on board. It was 
perfectly «willing that the Captain should have every opportunity of enforcing any civil 
right that he might possess over his so-called passengers, and accordingly left the de- 
cision of the question of the existence of such right to a Court of competent jurisdiction. 

This is a fitting opportunity to refer to the conduct of certain members of the 
foreign Consular Body. Informally, or otherwise, the Kencho informed the Consular 
Body of its intention to hear the complaints of the Chinese, and having heard them, it 
submitted a draft of its report on the case, previous to its being given, for the informa- 
tion of the Consuls This courtesy was met by a protest from some of the foreign Con- 
suls against the constitution of the Kencho Court. This protest implied an opinion—if 
indeed it is not to be construed as the demand of a right—that any Court before which 
Chinese and the subjects of non-treaty Powers were to be examined, ht, under a 
Convention said to have been made between the Government and some of the forei 
representatives, to consist of the Governor of Kanagawa, the Municipal Director, and the 
members of the Foreign Consular Body. To this view this Government could not, and does 
not agree ; and the Kencho authorities, in communicating to the Consuls the day of the 
hearing of the civil case brought by the Captain of the “ Maria Luz,” e regret 
that that protest prevented the putting the communication in the form of an invitation, 
since such a proceeding might lead to the belief that the Government of Japan admitted,— 

First—That the Court that inquired into the complaints against the Captain-was 
not a properly constituted Court ; — 

Secondly—That it recognized any obligation under the so-called Convention to 
do more than seek the advice of the Consular Body when it thought necessary to do so, 
or that it was bound to follow such advice when it was at variance with its own judg- 
ment. 

The protest, refererd to, of some of the Consuls, with an accompanying report of 
the action of the Consular Body thereupon, and the communication from the Kencho to 
each of the Consuls giving notice of the hearing of the civil cases, will be found in the 
appendix, marked B, C, and D.

Fourth.—That in, acting thus, it has in no way done anything to which His Majesty 
the King of Po can reasonably’ object. 

Fifth.—That while it has fulfilled the obligations which it owes to the neighbouring 
Empire of China, it has not failed in any towards the Republic of Peru. 

Sixth._—That in asserting the absolute independence of its own Courts in the exercise 
ofjurisdiction over the subjects of non-treaty Powers, it has given no cause of offence— 
as it meant to give none—to the Powers with whom it has treaties. 

The case is now finished. _The Government of His Imperial Majesty the Tenno 
has delivered the coolies to the commissioners whom the Government of China despatched 
to receive them, and convey them back to their native land. Should the Captain or the 
contractor have any. claim to make on them, both will have ample opportunity to make 
it before the authorities of China.

is communication was, by the Foreign Department, referred to this Kencho, with 
directions to make such an investigation, and further, to learn if there were any com- 
plaints of ill-usage, confinement, or restraint from any other of the passengers.

Tirose passengers are Chinese subjects, and whilst within this realm are subject 
to the duties and possessed of the right and priviliges of all other Chinese residents. 

The Captain is also reprimanded because he did not apply for redress against al- 
leged misconduct of passengers to this Kencho. 

In pursuing this investigation it has been found that there are 13 persons who, it 
is alleged. by the Captain, have entered into a contract with him to go on board this 
ship to Peru, and there to serve for a period of 8 years as house servants. | 

These contracts ag on their to be and valid, and are without an 
particularly objectionable features—except that the persons described are minors. Eac 
of them, however, vehemently protests that he never willingly assented to such a service, 
and avers that he was decoyed on board the ship. Each prays that the contract be can- 
celled and himself set free. 

As to any question which might arise on these contracts, or others which might in 
connection with the present enquiry be urged respecting the so-called “ coolie traffic,” 
it is not thought they are in anywise before this ~ pas Je for consideration or decision. 

If these questions are brought before the Kencho upon the contracts by which it is 
alleged these passengers are bound, they will then be examined and determined. 

Either party has the right to institute an action upon his contract, either for its en- 
forcement or for its cancellation, and to ask an adjudication thereof. 

It is further recommended by this Kencho that the ship’s papers, and all documents 
and property which have been either deposited in the Kencho or taken from on board 
the ship, be returned to the Captain.

sion of the fundamental principles which guide civilized nations in their relations to each 
other, and a gratuitious and unjustifiable insult offered to a friendly nation.

The defendant also states that during the voyage from Macao to this port he suffered 
confinement without just cause, and was so badly treated and insufficiently fed that his 
health and life were endan and that extortion was practised against him; and that 
all these things were done by the said plaintiff or his agents. 

This treatment and extortion was against the terms of the eer ia anared of the said 
Don Ricardo Hereira, and of such a character as to amount not to a breach of 
contract, but to render it impossible and highly dangerous for him (the defendant) to 
embark in the said ship.

As to the first question, it would seem that the allegation of due and proper execu-

It would 
be wholly and completely void as opposed to the interests and settled policy of the em- 
pire. That undeviating rule has always guided the present Imperial ee Haury and 
im many instances when parents or ians have entered into such contracts and 
children have under them been taken from their homes to be clandestinely conveyed 
from Japan to serve for a term of years, this Government has adjudged such contracts 
null and void and has compelled the parties concerned to return the child to its home.

The class of contracts which were referred to by plaintiff’s counsel as existing in 
Japan, and which were adduced in support of this action, do not appear to the Court to 
bear the analogy to those we are aalindnn that was claimed for them. The important 
incident that the party shall go to a foreign country and thus lose the protection and care 
of his own is wholly wanting in those adduced. Such an incident is utterly repugnant to 
the fixed and unvarying policy of this Government, and would he held to make complete- 
ly void any contract executed here. A peculiar domestic institution may exist in a state, 
and to an extent receive its countenance, without any intention of encouraging its esta- 
blishment abroad or forcing it upon the attention of the world. Even where domestic 
slavery exists, the import and export of slaves is often strictly prohibited. Such was the 
ease in the United States for a period of above 50 years. The contracts referred to by 
the counsel are a peculiar feature of a strictly domestic institution, and it is not supposed 
that even were it possible they could in any manner come before a foreign tribunal that 
they would be regarded as having any force. 


It may therefore be broadly stated to be the well considered and settled policy of this 
— that no labourers or other persons subject to this Government or enjoying its protection 

be taken beyond its jurisdiction against their free and voluntary consent, nor then without 
the express consent of the Government ; and that a contract entered into for such a purpose 
will be held wholly and completely void. We have said therefore that the proposition 
that such a contract is enforcible where made should clearly appear. 


The general rule as to foreign contracts is that the Lex loci contractus is to govern 
their contruction, and that they will usually be enforced according to that law. But we 
find it a principle of international law that when the Lex /oci and the Lex fori conflict or 
come into ion, the rule must yield, as when it contravenes the public policy of a 
State; and neither doesit apply when the parties had at time of contracting in view

Certain fixed and definite obligations 
have ever been ore. oF yS as existing on the master’s part, none the less certain and 
binding because implied rather than expressed in writing. Such is the obligation and 
duty to furnish medical care and clothing——to allow hours for recreation and to advance 
necessary monies for the comfort and necessities of the slave. Substantially, then, the 

ractical status, whatever name may be given it, to which it is asked that the defendant 
consigned, is that of slavery—a state which is so repugnant to all sense of natural 
justice that it has ever been held that it can exist or be recognized on/y by force of 
express law, and which there is no obligation on the part of a sovereign state either in 
the law or comity of nations to in any manner assist or countenance. 

srd.—Is the alleged contract void by reason of misrepresentation, concealment or 
fraud at its making, or ill-treatment and op lon since ? 

The evidence as to the execution of the instrument is not certainly clear and decisive, 
but the allegation of fraud does not seem to be made out; although no one who heard the 
evidence can doubt that misrepresentation and concealment were certainly employed to 
induce such consent as was given. The interpreter Xavier stated that the all contract 
was executed in duplicate, and that one copy was given to each party. Later the counsel’s

The instrument purports to be one for the oe of labor and personal 
services, an incident only of which is that the defendant will go to Peru for the purpose; 
a that particular act only. It must of course be 
consi as a whole and construed in its entirety and with reference to all its parts; 
and the remedy sought being an equitable one —s under a familiar maxim, an offer 
and willingness by the plaintiff to do equity. e Court finds from the authorities to 
which it has been referred and to which it had access as to the practice of Foreign 
Courts of Equity jurisdiction, that among the essential requisites of a contract upon 
which a decree for specific performance will be made, are “ the mutual performance 
must be practicable ” and that “ it must be necessary,” that is that there be no adequate 
remedy in damages; and further, that the Court must be able to secure performance by 
all parties before it will be decreed against one; and that when the principal agreement 
cannot®be enforced, the Court will not decree specific performance of an accessory agree- 
ment.

The Court further finds that using the exact words of the Authorities: “ The 
plaintiff should come with perfect propriety of conduct ;”’ “ clear from all circumstances 
of deceit; ” “ that the agreement be certain, fair and just, in all parts; ” and that 
“ when it would subject a person to great hardship” it will not be decreed. [See 
various cases and reports quoted in Tudor’s Leading Cases in Equity, Vol. 2 (Ed 1850), 

372-374.] And to decree specific performence is universally stated to be wholly 
iscretionary with the Court. 


The doctrines that are here enunciated and confirmed accord with the soundest 
rinciples of natural justice, and are convincing to the judgement and discretion of this 
Dourt.

These several rules are under systems of domestic proceedure, and when the parties 
litigent remain within the domestic jurisdiction. No instance has been found where a Court 
has compelled an alien and stranger to go without tts jurisdiction or has placed him beyond its 
protection, except in compliance with the terms of an express and specific treaty stipulation to 
that effect entered into with the alien’s state. This is true even in case of criminals and a 
fortiori it would apply when such a remedy is sought under contract. 


Let us see then how the alleged contract answers the requirements thus seen to be 
necessary, for the principles above adduced seem to be applicable in this case. 


To decree what is here prayed for would be not to secure the performance by all 
parties of their several obligations, but rather to assist the plaintiff to avoid his if he 
were so inclined. Beyond Yedo bay the ship and all passengers on board would be 
beyond the jurisdiction of this Court or the authority of this empire. Suppose the Court 
should make the decree sought, and this ship should pass beyond its control, what would 

vent the Captain, were he so inclined, from taking these passengers to a place other 
than that stip —to any place he may see fit. 

And could he but elude the notice and vigilance of other nations even from taking 
these men to a place where chattel slavery exists and there selling them into a condition 
of absolute bon P 


Nothing that this Court can now or could in such an event do would secure equity 
to those passengers. It would be powerless in the premises. Surely such considerations 
cannot be disregarded in influencing the conclusions of this Court, in a case like that 
under review. 

We have already reviewed the circumstances attending the execution of the alleged 

contract, and the conduct of the parties since. From that review the Court cannot say 

that the plaintiff “ comes with perfect propriety of conduct; ”’ “ free from all circum- 
stances of deceit;”’ that the “ contract is certain, fair and just in all its parts, ”’ or that it 
would “ not subject the defendant to great hardship.” 

From all the circumstances and facts thus reviewed and guided by the law thus 
adduced, the Court cannot therefore make the decree sought.
